Neivport-on-the-Occan is the distinctive ap- 


pellation of the great Rhode Island summer 
resort, upon which American plutocrats have 
lavished their billions of dollars. Bnt it is not

European seaside watering place is. The 
old town is actually 
a 
seaport, 
but 


the holiday and more ambitious part of New- 
port is more like an English country village, 
with occasional, and often only distant, vistas 
of the sea. There are no formal rows of 
houses, no esplanades and terraces and sea- 
walls, no beach hotels and thickly-populated 
gands, no wide pluye forever crowded with 
fathers, no piers and promenades carried far 
«nt into the sea. 
Newport does not recall

or 
Dieppe,

or Ostend; it is ,™i generis, and, while embrac- 
ing some of the best points of the best sea- 
side resorts, has a character and cat/iet en- 
tirely its own. It is a village—speaking now 
cf Its most famous fashionable side—a sweet, 
tolling, countrified spot embowered in green- 
ery, 
with 
wide 
streets 
of 
excelleat 


macadam, 
margined 
by abundant shade 


from well-grown, sometimes ancient trees. 
The village simile is carried further by the 
open spaces of jewelled turf which the New- 
porters call their park, and which is just like 
an English village green.. But thu village is 
a village of palaces, and it is dominated not 
by one squire, but by a hundred or more mag- 
nates and millionaires. Newport owns quite a 
hundred residences, each of which would 
serve for the "hall," or castle, or great house 
of an English village. Some are as big as, 
aud many bigger than, the average "seat" 
or country place of an English shire. "Cot-

Insurance Company. 


Judge Bradley was a scholarly man aud

and has from time to time delivered lectures 
at the college ou political economy and con 
stilutional law. Iu is.-,!) he delivered the an- 
nual address before the Historical Society of

Jersey 
ou "Tho 
Perils 
through 


•which the Federal Constitution has passed 
and wLich still threaten it:" iu lijfia he deliv- 
ered an address on the "Life and Character 
of Hon. William L. Dayton," and iu June, 
1STO, gave the address at the centennial anni- 
versary of Hutgers College. He has contrib- 
uted a number of articles to the leading cyclo- 
paedias. 


In .March, fSTO, he was appointed by Presi- 


dent Grant an associate justice of the Su- 
preme Court, presiding at Dret over the 
Southern circuit and then over the Third cir- 
cuit, including Pennsylvania, New Jersey aud 
Delaware. His opinions have always "been 
those of a student and an analyst, thorough 
and accurate, aud are universally considered 
of the greatest force.

nifl own presentiments of approaching death, 
repeatedly mentioned thereiu, are to be ac- 
cepted. At all events, no personal reminis- 
cences can be expected hereafter. 
This vol- 


ume was prepared at the request of his 
French publisher, to whom 
he pays an 


affectionate tribute as a sequel to his Souve- 
nirs. The reader will, assuredly, agree with 
tke opinion of Ai. Jules Sandoau, who, when 
M. Renan expressed a fear that the public 
would weary of hearing him, replied:—''No, 
Kenan, the public will always be glad when 
you talk uf yourself." This "talk of him- 
self" begins in the preface, which contains a 
clear statement of his beliefs and hopes in 
tfee future existence, his conception of God 
and justice. It is impossible not to feel a ten- 
der sympathy for the man who thus reveals 
himself. 
One agrees that Kenan is quite 


right in dcclar-int: rbat this volume completes 
his Souvenirs and that It forms an essential 
part oi Iris life work, biuce they explain tho 
origin hnd foundation of his judgments. It is 
unnecessary for tho publishers 
to 
urge 


ihe 
importance 
of 
tliis 
work. 


W. Kenan not only stands at. the head of liv- 
ing French thinkers, but he is ateo the mast, 
delightful 
writer of the French language 


among modern authors. 
This book loses 


nothing in the translation, which has been 
done by Miss Isabel F. Ilapgood, who is her- 
self a literaly stylist of DO mean gifts. 


THE VALUE OF PLATINUM. 


The increased demand fur platinum for use 


as poles in electro-chcmicf.l batteries for cru- 
cibles, etc., has rained the price o.f that metal 
to a point never before reached, its preaeni 
"vatae being nearly three-fourths that of tjold. 
Three yeare ago plaiiLium co^L approxiniiite- 
]y £lti JUT pound. Today it is worth double 
this price, ai:d it iri eleven liim-s dearer than 
silver. The metal, which U imlispcutaiilL' in 
the manufacture of numerous .-eieutitic hi- 
Htrumcnus, is only fuund in small qtmmiri'.-s, 
namely, in the form of platinum ore in Peru, 
Columbia, arid Brazil: and in small .steel gray 
grains in the L'ral Mountains, in (,'aliforni-i, 
the Oregon Hills, and in Iloruco. The princi- 
pal source of production is in the Urals. The 
yearly output has never amounted to more 
than four ton.-:, and at present it does not ex- 
ceed ihret: lonti. Should noi new and more 
fructiferous deposits be discovered, and this 
is scarcely probable, platinum will soon bo 
literally "-Aurlh its weight in gold."—[Iron.
